Munitions Investigators 
Quiz Financier on Pre- 
War Activities 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8. (JP> — 
Evidence that J. P. Morgan in¬ 
vited Great Britain to buy control 
of an American arms plant before 
this country entered the World 
war was introduced today In the 
senate's investigation of war-time 
finance. 

The invitation was contained in 
a cablegram from Morgan to the 
Morgan House in London. J. P. 
Morgan and Company then was 
purchasing agent in the United 
States for Great Britain and 
France. 

The Message 

Dated Jan. 14, 1916, it said the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Com¬ 
pany was in financial difficulties. 

“The point is, would the British 
government be interested in 
purchasing this stock or in mak- 
' ing any suggestions regarding its 
purchase, or would they like to in¬ 
vestigate the situation with the 
possible view of J. P. Morgan and 
Company interesting others in the 
purchase in which event they 
might have to become a party?” 
the message continued. 

The reply, four days later, 
showed the British opposed to 
1 such procedure. 

j Evidence that companies in 
I which Morgan was interested sold 
the allies $363,000,000 worth of 
goods before his country entered 
the war was also introduced. In¬ 
vestigators contend financial 
1 transactions with the allied na- 
! tions helped push America into the 
conflict. 

I A list submitted by the Morgan 
firm showed it arranged the 
purchase of great quantities of ex¬ 
plosives and implements of war 
for France and England. Food* 
clothing and many other commodi¬ 
ties also were bought. 

I Huge Commissions 

i Altogether, the company was 
the purchasing agent for approxi¬ 
mately $3,000,000,000 of allied sup¬ 
plies. It received a commission 
of $30,000,000. 

The committee held in reserve 
today evidence that Morgan’s 
company supplied Great Britain 
with “inside information” on 
American governmental activity

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8. (JFl— 
House consideration tomorrow 
with a vote probable Friday, was 
assured cash bonus legislation to¬ 
day. 

The rules committee gave the 
right of way on the floor to the 
full payment bill backed by three 
veterans’ organizations. It will be 
called up tomorrow and allows 
four hours of general debate. 

Urge Cash Paj-ment 

The rule was granted shortly 
after the ways and means com¬ 
mittee urged cash payment as an 
essential part of the recovery 
program. 

But when Chairman Doughton 
(D., N. C.) of the revenue com¬ 
mittee was asked by Representa¬ 
tive Cox (D., Ga.), if the bonus 
bill approved by the committee 
was “an administration proposal 
with the indorsement of the 
President,” Doughton replied; 

“Not to my knowledge. I 
wish it were.” 

Hope in Senate 

Prospects for the veterans’ or¬ 
ganization bonus bill in the sen¬ 
ate mounted with an announce¬ 
ment by Senator Steiwer (R., 
Ore.) that he would be willing 
to accept the plan if this would 
expedite favorable action. 

Steiwer, co-author with Sena¬ 
tor Byrnes (D., S. C.) of a slight¬ 
ly less liberal measure, made the 
statement after a conference at 
which Byrnes and leaders of the 
veterans' organizations were pres¬ 
ent.

Oppose Amendments

“We fear fascism nationally, but 
we have fascism locally.” 

In these words J. F. Burke, 
former newspaper editor, char¬ 
acterized the administration of the 
board of supervisors last night in 
an address over radio station 
KVOE (formerly KREG). His ad¬ 
dress was the first shot in a pro- 
po.sal to recall Supervisors W. C. 
Jerome, LeRoy Lyon and John 
Mitchell. Mr. Burke said last 
night he was .sounding out public 
opinion on this question. 

He accused the supervisors of 
being dictatorial, particularly in 
regard to the water program, of 
being controlled by a .small group 
of politicians who, he .said, have 
ruled the county for 25 years, and 
of keeping on the job a welfare di¬ 
rector who is unsympathetic to 
the needs of those requiring relief. 

Receives Many Ciills 
Immediately after his talk. 
said, he received a number of con¬ 
gratulatory telephone calls from 
all over the county. More were 
coming in today, he reported. 
Within two or three days it will 
be po.ssible to get a complete 
enough reaction to determine 
whether the people wish a recall 
election. Mr. Burke .said. 

Mr. Burke said conditions have 
reached the point where the board 
seldom pays attention to the peo¬ 
ple’s wishes, and never when the-sc 
are in conflict with the little group 
which, he said, runs the county. 
Ta.\ation. he said, has increased 
seven times faster than popula¬ 
tion, in the face of pleas for re¬ 
duction. 

Raps Piiis'hasing Agent 
In his judgment, said Mr 
Burke, the county purchasing 
agent has rewarded those who arc 
"faithful to the machine” and 
that these are easily allied against 
those who would place county 
buying with the lowest bidders. 

Mr. Burke criticized the hand¬ 
ling of the ?ounty advertising 
fund, 15 per cent of which, he 
said, goes to the secretary of a 
nearby chamber of commerce in 
the guise of an advertising com¬ 
mission. This secretary is county 
publicity director. 

He scored the supervisors for 
not putting a cheaper, modified 
water program before the people, 
instead of holding two elections on 
the Elliott plan. 

“No Democracy” 

“Four of the supervisors, acting 
like Mussolini or Hitler, said.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 8. (*Pl— 
Father Charles E. Coughlin told 
reporters today he intended to file 
suit against the federal reserve 
board attacking the constitution¬ 
ality of the 1913 federal reserve 
art and ail its amendments.

Sudden, large scale movements 
of the British and French battle 
fleets In the Mediterranean .sea 
were announced from London and 
Paris today. 

Coincident with a disclosure that 
two French naval squadrons 92 
warships in all- -are going on a 
Mediterranean cruise, the British 
admiralty announced the with¬ 
drawal of four home fleet men-of- 
war now in the Southern sea. 

Start Cruise 

But, without disclosing their 
destination. Great Britain an¬ 
nounced that four firstline battie- 
craft, now in home waters, will 
embark on a lanuary cruise with 
the 21st destroyer flotilla. 

A spokesman said the cruise 
regularly goes south to Spain and 
Portugal and generally meets the 
Mediterranean fleet at Gibraltar, 
where the two fleets join for 
maneuvers. 

This year, however, it was 
stated, the Mediterranean fleet 
will not join the Atlantic maneu¬ 
vers because of tension in the 
Mediterranean. 

Fleet Strengthens 

The British Mediterranean fleet 
concentration will in any event be 
augmented by nearly 100 French 
warships, ranging from battle.ships 
to submarines, by the time the 
League of Nations council meets 
Jan. 20 to consider further action 
in the Italo-Ethiopian situation. 

I'se Kc’d Cross 

An official Italian communique 
charged today that Ethiopian war¬ 
riors had sought Reti Cross pro¬ 
tection from Italian airplanes. 

“In the region of .Alamuta, 
south of Lake .Asciangi,” the 
communique said, “the Ethio¬ 
pian warriors, as soon as they 
saw our airplanes, spread on the 
ground three great red crosses 
and gathered around them." 

The Italian planes executed a 
bombardment near the lake, the 
communique added. 

South of Makale, the announce¬ 
ment also stated, “our artillery de¬ 
feated armed concentrations of 
Amba Adaram.”

There was no outward hint of 
Mr. Roosevelt's own plan about 
farm relief.

This became increasingly clear 
today as Roosevelt administration 
officials from the White House 
down emphasized again and again 
that the justices handed down two 
opinions in the case that wrecked 
AAA. Already .Secretary Wallace, 
author of the phra.se ’’America 
must choose,” has appealed to 
every family in the country to 
study both opinions. 

(’ondemriation Heartl 

Condemnation of the majority 
decision continued to be heard 
from .some Democrats In congress. 
Senator Biack (D., Ala ), said the 
court has ’“throuTi away the 
charts” anrl after conferring extra 
power on the federal government 
by law interpretation, immediately 
■‘appropriated it for itself.” 

Black declined to say what steps 
he wotdd take to remedy the situa¬ 
tion, but emphasized: 

“Heretofore it has been Ihe 
proud boast of the people of this 
country that it is ruled by laws, 
not by men. This decision makes 
it a country not ruled by laws hut 
by men-- five being enough to rule 
120 , 000 , 000 .” 

Roowvelt Silent 

Whether the New Deal strategy 
would involve an active drive for 
a constitutional amendment re¬ 
mained undetermined. President 
Roo.sevelt was silent on this and 
most other AAA questions at his 
press conference last night. 

His only deeision, he (liH<doHed, 
Is to ask eongress to pnivide 
funds to pay farmers for |ht- 
fortnanee under existing erop re¬ 
duction eontrm'ts. AA.A ow**s 
some $283,000,000 on these. 

All members of the administra¬ 
tion, he .said, are studying the two 
decisions, or opinions, of the eoiirt. 
Six judges outlawed, as an in¬ 
vasion of states’ rights, the AAA 
program tinder which taxes were 
levied on jiroccssors to pay farm¬ 
ers for eurbing production. Three 
judges, upholding AAA, said con¬ 
gress could tax and spend to re¬ 
lieve “a nation-wide economic 
maladjustment.” 

Eagerly, New Dealers watched 
the reaction in the farm areas 
They found it mixed. For ex 
ample. Edward A. O’Neal, presi¬ 
dent of the American Farm Bu¬ 
reau Federation, said the deeision 
would plunge agriculture into 
"ruinous conditions” unless a quick 
remedy were found. Charles W. 
Burkett, vice president of the 
Farmers Independence Council, 
hailed the decision as a blow to 
’’bureaucracy and regimentation.’’ 

Further expressions of opinion 
are awaite.l at a meeting of 70 
farm leaders, to convene here 
Friday.

In 1935 there were 170 traffic 
accidents here rcsluting in injury 
to 235 persons and death to four.

The only de¬ 
crease .shown in the 1935 report 
was in the number of fatalities 
from traffic accidents.

The plan is 
comprehensive and far reaching 
It is the fir.st for which federal 
grants will be made to .states. 

Grants already have been ap¬ 
proved by eongre.ss .and appropria¬ 
tions are expected to be m.acie in 
the near futuri-. 

fine phase of the program alone, 
that of aid to ilependenl chihiren. 
rails for an appropriation of .S2t.- 
T.'iO.OOO. The project will be ad¬ 
ministered by the national .social 
agency board and will affect states 
which e.stabli.sh matching .systems 
of pensions for children unrler 16 
years of age. In order to qualify, 
such children must bo orphans, 
their parents must he ab.sent or in- 
eap.aeitated. -and the rhihiren must 
be living "in ,a resilience main- 
t.ained as a home.” 

Bureau to .\dminlster 

The project will require the 
states to jirovide two-thirds of any 
pension up to .SIS ,a month for the 
first child ,an<l $12 for any addi¬ 
tional children. 

The Children's Bureau, through 
st.ate agencies, will adminkster the 
maternal and child health pro¬ 
gram, for which $:i,R0().f)()0 will he 
.set aside. This project is designed 
for improving the health of moth¬ 
ers .and children, A .aO-.'iO match¬ 
ing basis will be u.sed. The sum 
of $1, son.000 will be distributed in 
proportion to the number of births 
in the states, and $ttsn,000 in pro¬ 
portion to neeil, 

A funil of $2.S.')0,000 akso will be 


handled by the Children's Bureau 
to expand -services for crippled 
children or who are suffering from 
ailments likely to lead to crippling. 
This akso will be handled on a 
.OO-.OO matching b<aai3. The pro¬ 
gram will be administered through 
state and local agencies. 

Another $1,000,000 will be u.scd 
for welfare services for protection 
and care of homele.ss, dependent 
or neglected children, or tho.se 
likely to become delinquent. The 
CTiildrcn's Bureau and state wel¬ 
fare agencies will cooperate on 
this project, which will be aimed 
especially at rural areas. The bu¬ 
reau will i)ay $10,000 to each state 
and $090,000 will be allocated ac¬ 
cording to rural population. 

(Ilher Grants 

A fund of $8,000,000 has been 
set up for public he.alth work, to 
be distributed by the United .States 
public health service according to 
popul.ation, special health factors 
and financial needs of states. This 
act al.so proviiles for -SS-11,000 in 
.supplementary grants to states 
for vocational rehabilitation work, 
.and $1,000,000 for 1906 in grants 
for a'imini.str.ation of state unem- 
pioyment eompensation l.aws. 

The .soci.al .security board will 
administer a $0,000,000 fund for 
aiding the neeily blind. The mone.v 
will be allo<ated to states which 
provide amounts equal to the fed¬ 
eral grants to them and e.stabli.sh 
state-wide plans for a-ssistance to 
the blin'l. The federal portion of 
a pension ean't exceed $1.') .a month 
to one per.son. but tbe government 
will m.atch states up to that fig¬ 
ure. 

The program for old age assis¬ 
tance will be treated in a later 
artirle.

In this report, they did 
not accept the modification in the 
main dam, though they did not 
que.stion its engineering accuracy 
or that it would accompli.sh what 
its sponsors claimed. But these 
consulting engineers did advise 
the board of supervi.sors, along 
with all of the other citizens, to 
cut down the amount of the pro- 
po.sed bond.s, and pointed out that 
this woulii not only be possible 
but that good sense made it im¬ 
perative. 

Quotes Engineers 

They showed in their state¬ 
ment that the amount which, un¬ 
der the bond i.s.sue, xx'ould be 
granted to the hoard of supor- 
vi.9ors thom.sclves to pay for 
rights of way, xvas double the 
amount at lea.st that was nere.s- 
sary and they gax-e it in positix-e 
and in total figures. 

They .say in their report that 
$1.8.60,000 could probably be saved, 
but that at the very least calcu¬ 
lation, $1 650,000 certainly coulil 
be .saved and that this amount 
could be cut and should be cut 
from the bonds. 

With this matter plainly be¬ 
fore them, confronted a.s they were 
with the x-oto of repudiation of the 
citizens of this county; confronted 
as they were xxdth the petition of 
7000 citizens requc.sting that the 
least amount should be submitted; 
confronted by their oxvn engineers 
pointing out the saving that could 
be made of nearly $2,000,000: xx ith 
one of the members of the board 
making the declaration that cx’ci 
$2,000,000 could be saved if they 
would, and that he xvould not vote 
for it unless they xxould follow 
the advice of the engineers and at 
least cut that $1,6.50,000 out, these 
other four men, acting strangely 
in the attitude of a Mussolini or a 
Hitler, set their teeth and ignored 
the request, if not the demand, of 
the citizens, and they said vir¬ 
tually: "You xxill take this and you 
will like it!"

But on the next day the people 
voted and they .showed they did 
not like it. And they repudiated 
it in nearly all sections of the 
county so that in order to have 
carried the election for the bonds 
and to overcome the 11,000 votes 
cast against them the proponents 
would have had to receive 9000 
votes more for the bonds than 
were cast for them. 

And in Santa Ana there was a 
positive majority of 1400 votes 
against this program. If there 
ever was anything clear to any 


of supervisors upon xvhom our tax 
spenders, contractors and tax eat 
CIS generally have no strangle 
hold, the cost of this election 

could be more than made up by 
the reduction of the expenses gen¬

fhat if they report their griev¬ 
ances to sympathetic friends, or 
to Dr. Warmer, that they will be 
cut of.’ i'rom all aid in the future. 
Could Heil Hitler or Smor Mus- 
•xolini use more arrogant methods 
than that? We fear fascism na¬ 
tionally, and, it is a menace, we 
have it locally and submit. 

Water is Important, but life is 
far more so. Men may move to 
other areas for water, but such 
intolerance blights their souls and 
thr'eatens to strike dead every 
x-estige of self-respect. Intolerance 
is the death-knell to free institu¬ 
tions: democracy dies xx-here in¬ 
tolerance thrives. 

Already it is whispered on the 
street that the unemployed who 
support the recall are to either 
lose their jobs or their relief or 
both. This is the type of engen¬ 
dered fear to which the President 
referred in his recent message to 
congress. 

We hope that this rumor does 
not prove to be true. It sounds 
like a perfect political setup tac¬ 
tic. It .saxors of much of the at¬ 
titude herein recorded. We hope 
it is not true. But citizens we bid 
you wake before it is too late. 
Now is the accepted time, behold 
now is the day of salvation. Re¬ 
member you alone are responsible. 

Many would feel the pressure 
that is almost unbearable lift-off 
of them, if the director of wel¬ 
fare were replaced by one who is 
sympathetic and kindly: one who 
would humanize the department's 
attitudes; one who holds that hu¬ 
man life is not cheap and unim¬ 
portant; one who xx-ould grant, at 
least, .subsistence budgets as are 
possible xx-ith the funds available 
and as is the intent of the law; 
and finally one xxho would lift the 
standards of our county to those 
of our neighbors xx-here living con¬ 
ditions are on a par with ours. 

Petitions Required 

And yet with this great neces¬ 
sity of corrections and their need 
to redress their condition, xx-e 
would call to your attention the 
fact that to carry on a recall and 
to right the wrongs under which 
the county is suffering, requires 
more than a speech over the radio.

equity he has left, xx-hich is all 
the security there is in sight and 
the only ray of hope that maybe 
.some day the surgical care can 
be given this xvife and mother. 

In Dr. Warmer's letter to the 
press he made it clear th.at the 
taking of liens is optional with 
the board of superx-isors. He also 
referred to the fact that it had 
been reported that the director of 
county xx-elfarc was trying to col¬ 
lect from relief clients out of their 
meager budgets the amounts pre¬ 
viously adx-anced. This family is 
a case at issue. Did you citizens 
think the doctor xx-as guessing or 
poorly informed? Here arc the 
facts. He usually knoxx-s before 
he talks. In this instance he has 
had a real background of ex¬ 
perience from xx-hich he could 
draw x-astly more startling revela¬ 
tions in all probability.

But it requires petitions in other 
di.stricts as well.

It may be possible that in spite

No Personal Profit 
I am not ordinarily myself in 
favor of a recall: I be'.iex-e that it 
only ought to be used in the most 
dire cmih'gcncy or when some ex¬ 
posure has been made to shew 
that the official himself has per¬ 
sonally profited by graft and 
croo'Kcdness. 

This is not true as far as 1 
know in the present case. The 
misuse and misappropriation and 
prodigality of the spending of pub¬ 
lic funds goes into other hands 
building up friendships and politi¬ 
cal machines but it is just as big 
a burden on the taxpayer as if the 
officeholder himself personally 
profited. He profits by using 
funds in this manner to pay po¬ 
litical debts to in.sure contributions 
for the campaigns to aid in get¬ 
ting votes for him. 

Some candidates, who will ba 
glad to run in the regular elec¬ 
tion, might not desire to do so in 
a recall. I have been asked tc 
submit this to your approval 01 
disapproval: I have nothing more 
at stake than you have. 

I am willing to do my part but 
I'm not xvilling to do your part, 
Y’ou may telephone my office foi 
the next few minutes, or you may 
write your opinions in this mat¬ 
ter; you may be sure that ir 
either case, it will be treated in 
the strictest confidence. 

But let me earnestly request 
you that in case it is determlnec 
not to have an immediate recall 
that you here and now resolvt 
that on behalf, of a good businesi 
administration, of the already 
overburdened taxpayer, and on be. 
half of the needy and unfortunati 
to devote your time and attention 
to the selection of men in Un 
primaries and at election time wh4 
will respond to the heart and con. 
science of the people instead 01 
responding to any political grou| 
anywhere who imagine that thej 
are more important and have mori 
power than any other citizens 01 
Orange county.

The Merry-Go-Round Twenty-Five

THE DIVIDED HOUSE 

T hese are dark and foreboding days at the White 
House. Like any aggressive executive President Roose¬ 
velt has brought down upon his head the wrath of those 
who smart under his lash as well as their sympathizers, 
together with a group of professionals in the opposing 
party. Campaign years are troublesome ones for the 
party in power and extremely trying to the individuals 
who happen to personify the party. 

Latest to join the ranks of Presidential critics is 
Premier Mussolini through Italy’s government-controlled 
newspapers. The dispatches yesterday told of an attack 
made upon the President by il duce’s personal organ. 
It repeated the oft-quoted idea of the premier — that 
America should understand Italy’s conquest of Ethiopia 
because America’s expansion from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific “overcame difficulties of nature and barbarians.” 

Contrasting the Italian “civilizing mission” to British 
and French “imperialism.” the Milan newspaper noted, 
among other things, that President Roosevelt, in his 
message to the joint session of congress last Friday had 
“no word of condemnation” for the latter. 

It was to be expected, of course, that the shoe de¬ 
scribed in the President’s remarks on foreign conquests 
would fit somebody. The Italian dictator, galled by 
world-wide criticism, was quick to seize upon an unrest 
in America, to build up his own cause here. 

America, with neutrality its main goal now’, may well 
ponder with care any open breach with its own President. 
We may differ with Mr. Roosevelt as we will but Amer¬ 
ica must stand by him in foreign affairs during these 
critical times. It is the old story of a house divided 
against itself. It would not be difficult to plunge us into 
international calamity with borers from without aided 
by borers from within. 

TRAFFIC WATCH TOWERS 

E veryone interested in traffic safety—and who is 
not?—will watch with interest the experiment Motor 
Vehicle Director Ray Ingels proposes to try on the Bay- 
shore Highway near San Francisco. 

From watch towers four miles apart highway police¬ 
men will keep an eye on motorists. Reckless drivers will 
be called to a halt by loud speaker, made to pull over to 
the side of the road, there to await an officer on the 
ground, who will give them the appropriate ticket for 
their offenses. 

It ought to work. Motorists will know they are under 
observation at all times. No longer will they be able to 
play tag with traffic cops. There will be just enough mys¬ 
tery about it to instill constant fear—the psychology of 
the “all-seeing eye.” 

Furthermore it should be economical to operate. One 
sharp-eyed officer in a tower can watch more of the 
highway than half a dozen cruising on motorcycles. 

Feudal barons erected watch towers on their domains 
to keep their enemies under observation. Since wild auto 
drivers are all enemies of society, maybe this proposed 
return to medieval methods will prove to be the best bet yet. 

BANK PREDICTS GOOD BUSINESS 

I F YOU care to take the word of the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York, as published in the Dec. 30 
issue of its Survey, we’re in for a period of activity. It 
says:
